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MOST SERIOUS CRISIS 


IN BRITAIN 4 


By HG.L. Strange 


Britain faces the most serious 
crisis she has ever experienced in 
her history. She is faced with two 
grave difficulties. The first is to 
secure sufficient food of nutritive 
quality for her people—bread, eggs, 
butter, milk, cheese, meats and 
fruit juices that supply physical 
and mental energy, and enable a 
good day’s work to be done. 

Britain's other difficulty is to im- 
port, mainly from the United States 
and Canada, machinery for her 
factories to replace that which was 
destroyed or damaged during the 
war. The present loans from Can- 
ada and the United States are noth- 
ing like sufficient for these pur- 
poses. 

I was shocked at the appearence 
of the British people. They are ob- 
viously suffering from mass-mal- 
nutrition. They walk on their heels, 


their faces are grey and lined, they | 


appear to be from 5 to 10 years 
older than their age. They are as 
tired in the morning as when they 
go to bed. They are incapable of a 
real day's work. Better food, then, 
and more of it, is Britain’s very 
first requirement. 

Can Canada do anything to help? 
For myseH I think she can and 
ought to do something because Bri- 
tain is Canada’s greatest single mar- 
ket for wheat, bacon and many 
other products

(Experimental Farms News) 


Uneven stands of vegetables are 
pot an uncommon sight in prairie 
gardens. This is invariably caused 
by dry or spotty soil moisture at 
time of seeding.

CATTLE HIDE SHORTAGE TO BE_ 


RELIEVED BY IMPORT 


To relieve a temporary shortage | 


of domestic hides, the Prices Board 
has announced that arrangements 
have been completed for Canadian 
fanners to import approximately 
70,000 cattle hides during May and 
June, most of them from the Unit- 
ed States. These importations will 


be under government subsidy but | 


because tanners will be required to 
collect a two per cent surcharge 
from footwear manufacturers and 
other users of leather on sales of 
cattle hide leather and remit it to 


lithe Commodity Prices Stabilization 


Corp., the net cost to the govern- 
ment should be negligible. Tanners 
who import hides under this arran- 


gement will be subsidized to a level | 


one cent above ceiling for domestic 
hides. This additional cost will be 
absorbed by the industry. All pur- 
chases under this new plan must 
have the prior approval of the 
Hides and Leather Administration, 
Officials stated they expect the 
domestic shortage which has been 
brought on by a decline in cattle 
slaughtering will begin to ease in 
the late summer.
